ceſſity of maintaining the unity of the 
three perſons in the trinity; and it was 


always ſaid by the ancients, that this cir- 


cumſtance drove Arius into the oppoſite 

extreme; and it was probably the means of 

procuring Arius ſo many friends. 
Nicephorus ſays, that almoſt all the 


churches in the caſt, except that of Jeru- 
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on

ſalem, wo Arian *. ee e of 
the council of Ariminum ſays, that the 
term wn was aboliſhed, all the world groan- 
ed, and wondered to find itſelf Arian+. 
The orthodox conſidered. themſelves as 
holding a middle opinion between the Sa- 
bellians and the Arians, the former con- 
founding the three perſons, and the latter 
ſeparating them too far; the former mak - 
ing too much of the divinity of Chriſt, and 
the latter too little.

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Light was, in that age, imagined to be 


an euæ, protruded from the ſun in the day | 


back into it again at night; and ſuch was 


the logos ſuppoſed to be with reſpe& to 
God, by Philo and the philoſophical uni- 


tarians.

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and, bse ly as this may ſeem, yet 
the idea of a ſubordinate creator being once 
- eſtabliſhed, and having been received both 
by the Gnoſtics and the catholics, the 
_ greateſt difficulty was already ſurmounted. 
For to ſuppoſe that to be done by a created 
being, which had before been ſuppoſed to 
be done by a being inferior to the deity, 
though uncreated, was no great ſtep, eſpe- 
cially conſidering how little it is that we 
can pretend to know of the nature of crea- 
tion. But whatever it be, it is al ways re- 
preſented in the ſcriptures as the ſole pre- 
ee of the ſupreme Being. 
Ho diſgraceful is it to the preſent age, 
in which philoſophical and metaphyſical 
knowledge are ſo much improved, that we 
cannot forbear to ſmile at the ſyſtems of 
ancient times, and are apt to treat them 
with perhaps too much contempt, that we 
yet retain thoſe doctrines in theology which 
owe their riſe to them.

Origen, Jerom, or Auſtin; and I would be 
far from anſwering fot it, that their good 
ſenſe would have made them ſuch men a8 
Paulus Samoſatenſis, en of Ang Ia, 
or Photinus.
